GOVERNMENTS HAVE ADOPTED ON MIDDLE EAST POLICY. THERE IS A 
CONSTANT NOTE OF APOLOGY AND NOT INFREQUENT EXPRESSION OF 
SHAME. THEY ARE ACUTELY CONSCIOUS THAT THEY ARE DEPENDING 
YOUR EFFORTS TO MAINTAIN THEIR FUNDAMENTAL SECURITY AND OIL 
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REQUIREMENTS WHILE THEIR CONCENTRATION ON PROTECTING THEIR
